POLICE RAIDS RESULT 
IN SCORE OF ARRESTS; 


Rooms in Namayo and Jasper Avenue 
Blocks Were Raided Barly Sun- 
day Morning and Twenty-One Men 
Are Charged With Frequenting 
Gaming Resorts, 

Twenty-one well dressed and pros- 
perous looding gentiemen of a sport- 
ing turn of mind were gathered in by 
the police in two raids early yester ‘as 
morning, on charges of running ard 
frequenting gaming houses. The raids 
were under the direction of Inspector 
Wright and Morality inspector Camp- 
bell, and the places raided were at the 
Namayo House on Namayo = avenue 
and cre of the rooms in the Goodridge 
Blovet, at ire corner of Namayo H 
Jasper avenue, 

Information had reached the moral- 


ity Inspector that “games” were being 
run in rooms in these places. It is 
understood that a poor loser had 
“squealed.” So Saturdags night was 


chosen as a good time for raids to be 
made. A large number of constables 
had been detailed to the Thistle Rink 
earlier in the evening, where a buxing 
contest was being held, As these of- 
ficers dropped into the police station, 
they were divided up into two squads 
to assist in the raids. Shortly before 
one o'clock Inspector Wright led the 
men to the Jasper avenue block and 
later to the house on Namayo avenue 
Complete Surprises.
